waffles 
on poverty 
in Montreal 



More than 150 poor people 
from Montreal met yesterday 
with Otto Lang, Federal Minister 
of Manpower and Immigration, 
in Ottawa to discuss their 
grievances with the govern- 
ment's local Initiatives program. 

The meeting with Lang comes 
after a week of growing local 
dissatisfaction with the $150 
million winter employment 
scheme. The opposition is 
being led by the Greater Mon- 
treal Anti-Poverty Co-ordinating 
Committee (GMAPCC) and a 
Front Commun of numerous 
citizen committees. When over 
a hundred angry citizens oc- 
cupied the Manpower Centre on 
Union Street last Thursday, the 
government agreed to meet 
with their representatives, and 
to provide the 40 people with a 
bus and lunch. 

However, much to Lang's sur- 
prise, three additional busloads 
of angry Montrealers arrived 
yesterday morning in Ottawa. 
One bus was chartered by 
GMAPCC, and the NDP 
promised to treat the occupants' 
to lunch. The other two buses 
filled with Front Commun 
representatives were supplied 
by the Confederation of National 
Trade Unions (CNTU). 
Lang refused to meet with the 



whole delegation and insisted 
on talking only to the 40 original 
representatives. He also refused 
to allow the press into the 
meeting, and denied the 
GMAPCC people the use 'of 
their video machine. 

In the 80 minute meeting, the 
people reiterated their charges 
made public last .week that the 
local intiatives program is a 
Liberal election gimmick that 
fails to meet the needs of their 
communities. According to the 
poor people's representatives, 
Lang's attempt to refute the 
charges failed miserably. 
"He skirted around many of the 
issues, he gavé fluffy answers. 
Every question was answered in 
a general rather than a specific 
way," complained Helen 
Bastien, chairman of the 
GMAPCC. 

The federal minister went 
through "the whole routine" of 
excuses to defend the govern- 
ment's choice of projects. 

Food co-ops would hurt the 
small business man. 

Legal aid was already under 
provincial jurisdiction. 

Volunteer projects applying 
for grants were refused. If they 
had made it this far without 
federal aid, there was no need

Incumbents must 
resign to seek office 



The Judicial Committee of 
the Students' Society ruled 
yesterday that members of the 
present Society executive who 
are candidates in the forth- 
coming Presidential by-election 
must resign before January 26 if 
they wish their nominations to 
be considered valid. 

David Rovins, Internal Vice- 
President and acting President, 
and Gabor Zinner, Post- 
Graduates' student represen- 
tative, are the two Council

members affected by the ruling. 
Both are candidates for 
President. 

The decision came as part of 
the judgement concerning a 
petition presented last Monday, 
questioning the constitutionality 
of a Students' Council motion 
of January 12, which required 
executive candidates to resign 
their posts. 

The Committee ruled that this 
motion is valid, but since it 
would affect nominations 
received before it was adopted, 
the motion would contravene 
"the presumption against 
retrospective legislation," and 
will therefore apply only to elec- 
tions held after January 26. 

"As such, the motion does not 
affect the candidacy of Mr. 
Rovins and Mr. Zinner," the 
judgement stated. 

However, the Committee con- 
tinued, "As the Constitution 
does not allow two executive 
positions to be held by the same 
person, the Committee accepts 
the corollary of that principle, to 
the effect that no person shall 
be permitted to seek office 
while he is the incumbent of an 
office which is inconsistent with 
the holding of the office which is 
sought." 

"In the case of Mr. Rovins," 
the judgement went on, "he 
must resign his office before 
election day, falling which his 
candidacy will be forfeit." 



Members of the Judicial 
Committee stated that the 
decision is only a "declaratory 
judgement", and "doesn't 
decide actual rights." "We are 
not ordering anyone to do 
anything," they said, "but they 
would be well advised' to 
. resign." 

Avram Fishman, BCL 3, a 
Justice of the Committee, said 
that "the Chief Returning Of- 
ficer could, on the basis of this 
judgement, reluse to put his 
(Rovins') name on the ballot." 

Martin Shapiro, the CRO, lal 
stated that "As far as I'm con 
cerned, Rovins cannot be Inter- 
nal Vice-President and be a 
candidate in terms of this 
decision as it's been explained 
to me." 

According to Fishman, if a 
candidate who was disqualified 
on these grounds later 
petitioned the Committee, it 
would have no alternative but to 
reject his petition. 

In a letter to the Judicial 
Committee, issued yesterday, 
Rovins stated that he would not 
resign, denouncing the Com- 
mittee's decision as a "political 
rather than a judicial one." 

Mario Di Paolo, BA 2, a mem- 
ber of the committee ippointed 
last Wednesday to larry on 
executive responsibilities, said 
that Rovins was over-reacting. 
"Rovins acted irresponsibly

SGWU administrators 
sued by 




Len Bentley, ex-president of 
the disbanded Students! 
Association of Sir George, has 
filed suit against the ad- 
ministration and against the "of- 
fices of principal (O'Brien) and 
vice-principal (Smola)." 

The Students' Association 
was suspended in October by 
the Board of Governors, who 
charged "Inability of the gover- 
ning body of the Students' 
Association to function within 
the present constitution." The 
executive was also accused by 
the Board of mismanagement of 
funds and incompetence. 

The suspension followed a 
letter sent in September by the 
secretary of the Students' 
Association, which stated that a 
press conference to reveal 
allegedly racist attitudes of the 
administration would be held by 
Bentley. The conference was 
cancelled at the last moment, 
with no explanations. 

The Dally has learned that 
Bentley's suit (which the Sir 
George administration denies 
even receiving) charges that 
O'Brien and Smola breached a 
contract with Bentley when they 
revoked his tuition grant. Nor- 
mally the tuition fees of the 
Association's President are paid 
by administration, the source 
claimed. 

Michael Sheldon, O'Brien's 
assistant, denied the existence 




of the suit, claiming that he had 
no idea such an action would be 
filed and suggesting that 
anything concerning such a suit 
be referred to Bentley himself. 
When pressed, Sheldon refused 
to comment at all, saying that 
any words he uttered might be 
construed as "contempt of" 
court." 

"Mr. Bentley has already 
made all sorts of statements to 
the press," he said. 

According to our source, 
everything published by the 
Georgian has been un- 
favourable to Bentley. 

Bentley had earlier suspen- 
ded the publication of the 



Georgian for a day earlier this 
year, and the source alleged 
that this was when the paper 
began to play up the ad- 
ministration's arguments. 

He further claimed that the 
administration has no grounds 
for its original actions since 
Bentley had been acting legally 
during his presidency. 

He believed tliat since in the 
past O'Brien ha J been a "good 
strategist In his actions against 
the Students' Association", Ben- 
tley's suit would put the ad- 
ministration on the defensive. 
"Much controversy will' break 
once the case is brought to 
court " the source said.

before Senate," he said. "He 
suggested handing over the 
supervision of student elections 
to the administration. Now that 
he's been criticized by Council, 
he's treating the amendment to 
the by-laws as a conspiracy." 

However, Gabor Zinner ex- 
pressed support for the Com- 
mittee's decision: "Even before 
the matter was referred to the 
Judicial Committee I made it 
abundantly clear that we were 
both ethically bound to resign." 

He cited election costs, op- 
position to opportunism, and the 
difficulty of administering one 
office while campaigning for 
another, as reasons for his 
stand, and indicated he would 
not act as a "sacrificial lamb" 
by resigning immediately. 

However, Zinner, who has not 
yet relinquished his council 
seat, Is now legally and, as he 
says, ethically bound to resign 
' under the same Constitutional 
provisions that are being ap- 
plied to Rovins. 

The other petition presented 
Monday disputed the con- 
stitutionality of a Students' 
Council motion of December 2 
which expressed non- 
confidence in David Rovins and 
"asked" him to resign. The 
Committee decided that the 
motion was not worded so as to , 
force anyone to resign, and is 
therefore constitutional. 

The Committee also ruled 
against a preliminary motion 
presented Monday by Mtshama 
Ncube, attorney for the 
Students' Society, arguing that 
the Judicial Committee has no 
right to rule on constitutional 
matters, on the grounds that the 
Committee's mandate is broad 
enough to include ' such 
questions.

Lang rejected the people's 
demand for an appeal board to 
be set up to review rejected 
projects on the grounds that the 
practice might spread to other 
provinces, and the government 
would spend more time 
reviewing than accepting. ! 

Other demands ignored by 
Lang were a one month exten- 
sion of the deadlines for 
projects and the establishment 
of a negotiating team to act as a 
sort of union in defense of rejec- 
ted projects. 

Lang never provided, to the 
people's satisfaction, the 
criteria used by the government 
to evaluate projects. (Letters of 
refusal sent out by the govern- 
ment offer no explanation of 
decisions). The cabinet minister 
denied that there was any 
"political patronage" Involved, 
but the Montrealers remained 
skeptical. 

"We're thoroughly convinced 
that the local inititiatlves 
program is a vote-getting thing 
for the upcoming election," said 
Bastien. 

"I don't think he (Lang) 
changed anybody's mind. He 
certainly didn't satisfy anybody, 
and people aren't going to let 
the issue drop," she concluded. 

After the morning meeting, 
the Front Commun represen- 
tatives returned to Montreal im- 
mediately. The GMAPCC 
people, however, stayed for a 
lunch payed for by the NDP. 
(Party leader David Lewis had 
made these arrangements with 
GMAPCC during last Thur- 
sday's occupation). 

Commenting on the solidarity 
between French and English 
speaking workers in this 
struggle, Bastien said: "It's not 
an easy alliance. We both have 
our own ways of doing things. 
It's got its problems. We cer- 
tainly want it to work. We know 
we have to be unified if we're 
going to bring about any radical 
change.'.'

From nationalism to socialism

Lasso and Usa Bert, correspondents for 
the leading Swedish newspaper, Dagens 
Nyheter, have travelled widely In Asia, 
with extended stays In Japan, and recen- 
tly, India. In the following article, they 
refer to "the moderates of the Aw ami 
League now re-entering Bangla 
Desh on the coat-tails of the Indian 
Army." 

The term "moderates" Is misleading. 
The Awaml League leadership Is almost 
a puppet of expansion-minded India. At 
this point it is committed to a pro-Indian, 
anti-communist Bangla Desh govern- 
ment and opposes a thorough-going 
socialist revolution In East Bengal. The 
League represents economic interests of 
the East Pakistani elite fighting to replace 
wealthy West Pakistanis as the ruling 
class of Bengal. The strength of truly 
revolutionary forces fighting under the 
banner of Bangla Desh liberation is not 
yet clear. But the Awaml League may 
well attempt to wipe them out. 

The following Interview with a soldier 
fighting in the Awami League's 
"liberation army" Indicates that some of 
the troops are getting more radical than 
their leaders. The interview was originally 
distributed by Pacific News Service. 




BANGLA DESH (LNS) - "At 10:30 in the 
evening the West Pakistani Army came 
out of the encampment with their 
vehicles and arms. As soon as we heard 
the news we knew that something impor- 
tant was up, but we never expected that 
the mass killing, this genocide, would 
happen. We never thought of the 
possibility. But by 1 1 :30 on March 23rd at 
night, when it all began, they surrounded 
the houses of our leaders and arrested 
and killed everyone they could find." 

Mustafizur Rahman, who described 
this to us, is a Bangla Desh (East 
Pakistan) guerrilla fighter. We met 
Mustafizur in the "border areas" between 
India and Pakistan. He belongs to the 
Mukti Bahini, military arm of the exiled 
nationalist Awami League whose 
foremost political leaders have all fled to 
India. Only "ordinary" people, like him, 
and some of the more radical East 
Pakistani politicians, such as members 
of the Marxist Toha group, stayed behind 
to organize and fight. 

Mustafizur and others who have done 
the real guerrilla fighting in the country's 
interior have become more politically 
radical from the experience. It is 
anyone's guess what will happen when 
they meet up with the moderates of the 
Awami League now re-entering Bangla 
Desh on the coat-tails of the Indian Army. 
But what has already happened to 
change his life is clear enough. 
Mustafizur explained these events to us, 
starting with the first bloody attack that 
President Yahya Khan's PAK (West 
Pakistan Army) forces made on the East 
Pakistan Independence movement last 
March 23rd. 

"We put up a volunteer corps. to save 
the lives of as many people as possible. 
We went around warning as many 
people as we could about the PAK at- 
tack. But we were not prepared to do any 
fighting that first night. There were a few 
East Pakistan Rifles (originally part of 



the Pakistan national army under Yahya 
Khan) or police who were aware of what 
was happening; they were in their 
barracks. They were not attacked until 
two days later, at 10 am. The police 
resisted the attack that time. But the next 
day the PAK army returned with modern 
weaponry and the whole police force line 
was massacred. By 4:30 pm they had 
killed 250 officers. 

"By the 26th many of us gathered and 
agreed that there was no other way but to 
wage a long-term war to liberate our East 
Pakistan from the West. On that day we 
could not decide whether to engage in a 
direct fight or in guerrilla operations. But 
after the police massacre, we began to 
make very concrete plans. It was at this 
time that the police and the East 
Pakistan Rifles came over to our side. 

"In the beginning we had no modern 
weapons whatsoever. We were forced to 
get them through guerrilla actions — to 
steal them from the PAK army. On the 28 
th, the full-scale terror against us and our 
people began: they started using 
napalm. In one hour the PAK army bur- 
ned down 500 houses near us. During the 
first two weeks of April they burned down 
10 villages in my area arid left more than 
10.000 people homeless." 

Mustafizur paused, and then went on: 
"That was several months ago. Now, 
many of us act as though we are just nor- 
mal civilians during the daytime. But, ac- 
tually, many of us are full-time guerrillas 
at night against the West Pakistan for- 
ces. 

"Because of the terrorist tactics of the 
PAK army, people are learning what is 
wrong and what is right. Now, almost 
everyone inside Bangla Desh is in favor 
of the war of liberation. They support the 



guerrillas and give us all the food and 
shelter which they can. 

"During October and November we 
have been trying to restrict the 
movements of the PAK army by 
destroying roads, railways, and other 
communication systems with mines. In 
early October we attack one army 
position, killed thirty soldiers, got their 
arms, ammunition, explosives — 
everything. 

"On October 23, we blew up an impor- 
tant bridge. It was very well constructed, 
70 feet long and made wholly of re- 
inforced concrete. There were forty 
razakars (East Pakistanis working for the 
West Pakistan army) guarding the 
bridge. When we were five hundred 
yards away they opened fire. We also 
opened fire and charged them. We killed 
20, wounded 10, and the rest ran away. 
We also got their weapons." 

Mustafizur went on to explain the 
razakars: "They are mostly old members 
of conservative Muslim parties, like the 
Muslim League and the Jamaat-l-lslami, 
and they are always led by non-Bengal 
Muslims. But since they are plundering - 
and looting the people, they have 
received very little support; while the 
Mukti Bahini, which never oppresses or

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tortures anyone and is helpful and 
cooperative, is very popular. 

"The PAK army demands that each 
village fill a quota of young men to serve 
as razakars. If a village fails to do so, 
there are repercussions. But slowly the 
PAK army is being squeezed out of the 
countryside. They have been forced to 
concentrate and regroup in a few 
strongholds, digging their bunkers and 
strengthening their positions. 

"About 70 percent of the young 
fighters in the Mukti Bahini are students, 
with strong nationalistic feelings. The 
^rest come from the peasantry and the 
working class, although more and more 
peasants are joining us. Most of the 
soldiers are still very unconscious of any 
class struggle. This is to come. Now, 
they just want Bangla Desh to be from 
the hordes of Yahya Khan. There is a 
strong anti-imperialist and anti- 
American feeling among them, since the 
US has given all that help to Yahya. But 
they are also very disappointed with 
China, and they are anti-Chinese 
because even the Chinese give aid to 
Yahya Khan. 

"Each of our camps has a political 
training program. Here we teach the 
history of Pakistan and Bangla Desh, and 
the history of other movements of 
national liberation like Vietnam, Cuba, 
and Algeria. But there should be no con- 
fusion about the stage of the struggle 
that we are now in: it is still a purely 
nationalist struggle. It is not as advan- 
ced as Vietnam." -

Naxalites fight 
for liberation 



NEW DELHI (LNS) - On November 26, 
the seventh of a series of bloody 
jailbreaks in West Bengali prisons was 
attempted by a group of Indian 
revolutionaries. The inmates were part of 
the growing number of political prisoners 
(called "undertrials" in India), youths 
awaiting trial for politically-motivated 
crimes. There are now estimated to be 
over 3,000 such undertrials incarcerated 
in West Bengali prisons. 

What made this particular incident at 
Alipore prison near Calcutta more con- 
troversial than those which preceded it 
was the fact that the guards clubbed 
eleven of the prisoners to death and 
seriously wounded over 200 others. 

Opposition membors in Parliament 
have claimed that the Alipore break was 
engineered by guards to get rid of the 
politically undesirable inmates who 



were packed into the prison like sar- 
dines, fifty to a cell. The official tally of 
inmates killed in West Bengali prisons 
since March is said to stand at 70, with 
countless hundreds of others seriously 
wounded. 

West Bengal has long been India's 
revolutionary hotspot, base of the 
Naxalite movement (taking its name 
from a peasant uprising in 1967 in 
Naxalbari, West Bengal). The Naxalites 
identify closely with the Communist 
Party of India (Marxist-Leninist). Since 




March, 1970, the Naxalites have stepped 
up guerrilla warfare in cities, particularly 
Calcutta, where large numbers of them 
have been picked up by the police. 

Calcutta is a poignant symbol of In- 
dia's frustration and despair, with its 
hopelessly growing reservoir of unem- 
ployed, dispossessed, disinherited, and 
now the endless streams of refugees 
coming across the border from Pakistan 
because of the war. Its eight million 
people inhabit a squalid overgrown 
jungle of slums and decaying buildings. 

It is here in the city that the Naxalites 
have waged their most recent 
revolutionary struggle. But unmatched 
by any real movement in the surrounding 
countryside, where 80 percent of the 
people live, the movement has remained 
more an urban reign of terror than a 
mass movement extending into the hin- 
terland. 

The guerrillas, composed mostly of 
young middle-class students motivated 
by Maoist ideals, have organized them- 
selves into small squads. They have suc- 
ceeded in controlling various areas of 
Calcutta, but have become widely known 
for their attacks on police, opposition 
political leaders, property. Theoretically 
such attacks are to be a first stage of a 
growing movement of underground 
resistance. To date, however, the 
Naxalites have been unable to move 
beyond small level squad actions. 

To eliminate the Naxalites. the police 
have adopted their own policy of anti- 
guerrilla terror to destroy the urban 
guerrilla organization. Initially police 
violence in Calcutta was indiscriminate. 
Later, their killings became more selec- 
tive. Top leaders in the guerrilla 
movement were marked, and then drawn 
in encounters where they were killed. 

Plainclothes police counter-guerrillas, 
armed with hand guns and walkie- 
talkies, mixed in guerrilla groups, and 
then gunned down leaders in the street. 
The less important guerrillas have been 
picked up at later stages and served with 
charge sheets. They are then thrown in 
jail to await trial. 

There is little doubt that the arrosts 
and assassinations of Naxalite leaders 
have been a setback for the movement. 
Party Jeaders have attempted to extricate 
the movement from a dead-end city 
struggle and encourage cadres to return 
to the countryside to mobilize the 
peasantry in a war of liberation.
